The area has 
au additional interest for the owner, 
because tho bigger the park the more 
gates aud lodges and roads it needs, 
and park roads, except town roads, Hre 
the dearest in this country. 
In parks like Eridgc, with 2.500 
aer*f» ; Knowsley, 2,000 acres; Blen­ 
heim, 2,254 acres; Tat ton, 2,000 acres, 
and others of h ss size, the mil« age < f 
roads, unless their numbers were kept 
down, would rival those of a moderate 
parish. 
The lowest number by which a great 
house and its garden parks and acces­ 
sories can be served and kept up is from 
50toT'0 men. Of these great houses 
there oie tot less than 900 in England, 
Woles i:nd Scotland. Those of tb<‘ thiid 
magnitude have a minimum staff of 50 
men. 
Those of the second magnitude, 
some of them very large and splendid 
houses, almost or quite reaching tho 
first dimensions, employ from 90 to 150 
or 175 men. Beyond these are the stars 
of the first magnitude, real palaces, 
maintaining from 200 to, in one case— 
not Chatsworth—more than 000 men in 
the performance of work, other than 
industrial or agricultural, in the serv­ 
ice of the owner.
